Use of Crop Reduces Cost 
of Milk Production.

A good growth of dover on a farm 
is usually regarded as an indication 
tint! it is one ot flu* best farms of the 
community. 
Despite its known value I front of her 
to the land only a small percentage of 
the farms show clover fields or fields 
of mixed

The 
amount of clover grown is relatively 
small. 
A ton of clover hay contains about 
two or three times av much protein as 
a ton of timothy or red-top hay, ac­ 
cording to experiment ‘-mf Ion t.-ports. 
which shows the superior value of 
clover as feed. 
Experiment 
station 
statisticians estimate that a farmer 
who feeds clover instead of ordinary 
grass hay reduces the cost of his milk 
production 25 per cent. 
The Connecti­ 
cut station makes this estimate. 
A bulletin from this station also calls 
attention to the value of clover in 
maintaining the mineral reserves in 
cows and young stock. 
The value of 
lo' er liny is greater per ton and Hie 
yields are greater than grass hays lier 
acre. 
Efforts to grow dover were slack­ 
ened when feed could be bought easily 
and cheaply. 
The soil does not con­ 
tain as much lime or mineral plant 
food as it duce did. hut the chief dif­ 
ficulty has been the use of Italian seed 
not adapted to our climate and plants 
from which have not proved hardy. 
Failures tire to he expected unless 
seed 
is ROWH in 
northern 
climates 
which is known to have been produced 
under similar climatic en tuff Bons. 
Seedsmen are now, after tim ny ditll- 
culties with Imported seed, sticking I 
only to imported seed they know will 
prove hardy aud to home-grown seed.

“Hand-Made” Chicks Top 
Market Prices for Meat J 
Close confinement and a soft pala­ 
table fattening ration convert the hard, I 
| lean cockerels into the soft, tender 
two-pound broilers which command a 
I good market price, reports O. N. John­ 
son, poultry man at the Wisconsin Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
The market is novr demanding a 
two-pound cockerel, therefore, those 
cockerels which already weigh two 
pounds may be sent to market di­ 
rectly while those which weigh under 
two pounds are confined In small 
crates or pens and fed a fattening 
ration for ten to fourteen days. The 
birds gain 
rapidly 
and their flash 
takes on a superior texture because 
of the nature of the feed used during 
this fattening period. 
A good fattening ration suggested 
by 
Johnson 
is 
composed 
of 
60 
pounds of ground corn, 40 pounds 
flour middlings or Red Dog and one 
pound of salt. This mixture is mixed 
with buttermilk or skim milk to a 
pancake batter consistency and fed 
twice each day. Only enough is given 
to the chicks at each feeding to 
partially satisfy their hunger. 
After 
they have eaten fifteen to twenty min­ 
utes the remaining feed should he 
removed.

Washington.—-While every one Is 
familiar with the work that has been 
done and is still being done toward 
rehabilitation of those disabled dur­ 
ing the war, there are, no doubt, a 
great many who do not know so much 
about the rehabilitation of civilians. 
It has been estimated that each year 
180,000 
persons 
suffer 
permanent 
physical disabilities as the result of 
public and industrial accidents. 
In 
addition to these there are those who 
Hie disabled from disease or congeni­ 
tal conditions. While not all of these 
suffer vocational handicaps, It is be­ 
lieved that about fit) per cent are vo­ 
cationally handicapped. 
In 1920 an act of congress known as 
the industrial rehabilitation act was 
passed. 
This was later amended and 
Is now known as the civilian voca­ 
tional rehabilitation act 
Under this 
law the federal hoard for vocational 
education Is charged with “the re­ 
sponsibility of promoting in the na­ 
tion the vocational rehabilitation of 
persons Injured in industry or other­ 
wise. " 
U. S. Acts W ith the States. 
Under the act, the federal govern­ 
ment agrees to enter into ti partner­ 
ship with the states in the work of re­ 
habilitating civilians with vocational 
handicaps. 
For this purpose congress 
annually appropriates a million dol­ 
lars which is to he distributed among 
the states upon a basis of population. 
The states in turn match each dollar 
of federal money with a dollar of 
theirs, and these matched funds are 
expended 
dollar for dollar 
in the 
work. 
The money appropriated for this 
work may he used for administrative 
expenditures, for costs of tuition for 
disabled persons iii training and for 
instructional supplies. 
Under certain 
conditions it may also be used for the 
purchase of artificial appliances and 
for the cost of physical examination. 
At tile present time there are 39 states 
co-operating with the federal govern­ 
ment in this work. 
It is easily realized what an impor­ 
tant thing this work of rehabilitating 
the vocationally handicapped is. 
It 
means that such a person, instead of 
becoming a permanent charge on the 
state is within a comparatively short 
time self-supporting. 
Em ployers Are Prejudiced. 
Before the passage of the civilian 
vocational 
rehabilitation 
act 
mony 
stutes had workmen's compensation 
acts and some had bureaus which un­ 
dertook 
to 
place 
Hie 
vocationally 
handicapped. 
There were also phil­ 
anthropic 
indivldu tis 
and 
societies 
which undertook the vocational edu­ 
cation of these, but there was no state 
responsibility 
for 
tills 
work. 
Also 
there was in many cases considerable 
prejudice on the part of employers 
against the employment of cripples. A 
man who depended upon manual labor 
for a living was likely to be decidedly 
out of luck if through an accident he 
lost an arm or a hand. 
In the vocational rehabilitation of 
men and women who have been inca­ 
pacitated through accident or disease 
a special study Is made of the indi­ 
vidual. 
What might be the proper 
training for one man who had lost an 
arm would he useless to another with 
the same handicap. 
In order that a 
person may he restored to maximum 
usefulness it is necessary that the 
restoration be accomplished on the 
basis of what he bas left, not what he 
has lest. 
Consequently, a study must 
be made of his educational attain­ 
ments and an analysis of his working 
experiences, 
Also his mental quali­ 
ties, 
traits, 
ambitions, 
resourceful­ 
ness, Ingenuity and adaptability to 
new conditions rauM be takeu into ac­ 
count.

Probably very early in 
man’s history, in region* where the 
facilities were suitable, groups of fam­ 
ilies found it safest to occupy natural 
or artificial caves in the same cliff 
face, so that alarms might be spread 
easily and so that the full nmn-power 
of the community might be quickly 
marshaled in limes of danger.

dwellings 
probably 
constituted 
the 
world** earliest ‘apartment houses.' 
C om m unity Homes in Southwest. 
“In America these safety apartments 
had a somewhat ^liffere^t development 
at a much later date. 
The cliff dwell­ 
ings of the Southwest wore occupied 
not by savages, but by a people of 
considerable culture. 
Nor were their 
dwellings mere caves. 
Stru turps of 
excellent masonry were built on the 
ledges of cliffs under overhanging cor­ 
nices. 
“The pueblos, still occupied today, 
belong to a second type of American 
‘apartment house.’ 
These are usual­ 
ly constructed on a flat-topped hill 
or mesa and consist of a more or less 
jumbled pile of rooms built of adobe 
or mud brick, 
To still another typo, 
most closely resembling the apartment 
house of today, belonged the great ma­ 
sonry structures such as Pueblo Bo- 
nito In Chaco canyon, New Mexico, 
which in its heyday, centuries ago, 
housed 1,200 people.

It is said of flake graphite used as 
a lub ricant that “the more it is nihb et 
the smoother it b ecomes.” 
The oil or

Close confinement and a soft pala­ 
table fattening ration conv ert the hard, 
lean cockerels Into the soft, tender 
two-pound broilers which command a 
good market price, reports O. N. J ohn­ 
son, poultry man at the Wisconsin Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
Tim market Is now demanding a 
two-pound cockerel, therefore, those 
cockerels which already weigh two 
pounds may be sent to market di­ 
rectly while those which weigh under 
two pounds are confined in small 
crates or pens and fed a fattening 
ration for ten to fourteen day s. The 
birds gain 
rapidly 
and their flash 
takes on a superior tex ture because 
of the nature of the feed used during 
this fattening period. 
A good fattening rutlon suggested 
by 
J ohnson 
is 
composed 
of 
60 
pounds of ground corn, 40 pounds 
flour middlings or Red Dog and one 
pound of salt. This mix ture is mix ed 
with buttermilk or skim milk to a

In the ghettos and 
other sections of medieval European 
I cities, families found it necessary to 
j occupy dwellings jointly just as they

in London, Paris, Berlin, 
j Vienna, and dozens of other cities of 
tiie Old world, 
j 
“It Is in tht 
I ever, that apartm ent houses seem to 
j have found their ultimate development 
j in 
quantify, 
quality, 
volume 
and 
height. 
Not only do they line the 
Fifth avenues and the Michigan boule­ 
vards of the population centers, hut 
they are springing up as well along 
! the Main streets 
towns, where congestion has-not yet 
been felt. 
The American desire to get 
a thing done efficiently and quickly i- 
another cause for the marked trend 
toward apartm ent house life. 
“Ap-Ttment houses early came into 
ex istence outside cities as well as in 
them. 
The need of association for pro­ 
tection was doubtless the chief reason 
for the rise of the isolated commu­ 
nity dwelling. 
Probably very early in 
m an’s history, in regions where the 
facilities were suitable, groups of fam ­ 
ilies found it safest to occupy natural 
or artificial caves in the same cliff 
face, so that alarms might be spread 
easily and so that the full umn-pmver 
of the community might be quickly 
m arshaled in times of danger. 
Such 
dwellings 
probably 
constituted 
the 
world’s earliest ‘apartm ent houses.* 


Community Homes in Southwest. 


“fn America these safety apartm ents 
had a somewhat ¿ifferejd development 
at a much later date. 
The cliff dwell­ 
ings of the Southwest were occupied 
not by savages, hut by a people of 
considerable culture. 
Nor were their 
dwellings mere caves. 
Structures of 
excellent masonry were built on the 
ledges of cliffs under overhanging cor­ 
nices. 
“The pueblos, still occupied today, 
belong to a second type of American 
‘apartm ent house.’ 
These are usual­ 
ly constructed on a flat-topped hill 
or mesa and consist of a more or less 
jumbled pile of rooms built <»f adobe 
or mud brick. 
To still another type, 
most closely resembling the apartm ent 
house of today, belonged the great m a­ 
sonry structures such as Pueblo Bo- 
nito in Chaco canyon, New Mexico, 
which in its heyday, centuries ago, 
housed 1,200 people. 
The exploration 
and partial restoration of this great 
dwelling by the National Geographic 
society has disclosed numerous private 
apartm ents and public rooms of excel­ 
lent construction. 
“Tokyo’s ne w 
American-type apa rt­ 
ment 
w ith its thick concrete walls, 
s ound -proof 
partitions, plumbing and 
h ot- w a te r heat will be in striking con­ 
trast 
to the usual type of Japanese 
dwelling. 
T h e 
latter lias a sturdier 
skeleton than our frame houses, nnd 
outer walls of boards, hut Us interior 
partitions are of the frailest construe- 
ion. 
They are. in fuct, more properly 
screens than wall*. 
They usually con­ 
sist of a number of 
f ra m e s covered 
with decorated paper. 
These panels 
may be slid quick!v to one side or 
entirely removed, making it possible 
to throw the e nt i r e 
interior of the 
house into one room or to have a se­ 
ries of aparino-nt* 
Even the outer 
walls facing gardens tire often remov­ 
able. 
“The typical Japanese home has no 
chimney. 
Cooking is done on small 
stoves with charcoal, and one keeps 
warm by putting on additional padded 
clothing and by sifting near a small 
brazier—perhaps an Individual one— 
also using charcoal for feel. 
“The typical Japanese dwelling such 
as tliis does not now have the entire 
field to itself. 
In the larger cities a 
number of fram e houses and some of 
brick, huve been built along American 
lines in recent years. 
But the Ja p­ 
anese house of ‘wood and paper1 still 
shelters its million®.”
